Astvening cume on factories and stores 
added their hundreds to the howling, 
Sereeching rabbie. Between 7 and 8 v’c.ock 
the eXcilement had neariy reached the 
frenzy point with @ good many who were 
over-induigent, and not a few quarrels oc- 
curred. A few buildings were iliuminated 
with Chinese lanterns, and the nwuise of 
Caunon and anvils, firecrackers and tin 
horns, which continued antii after 9 o’clock, 
could be plainiy heard as far out as Gen, 
Harrison’s residence, 

The General and his family, except for 
those distant echoes, are unconscious of 
the stirring scenes in the city. Except for 
a short walk yesterday and this worning, 
Harrison has not left his residence since 
election day. Just before dark, a train- 
load of enthusiastic men came in from Dau- 
vilie. They were mostly members of the 
first Lincoln League organized in the 
State. They came with flags flying, men 
pushing, singing and shouting, drums, tin 
borns, brass bands and cannon ail uniting 
to make indescribable sounds. Harrisou’s 
residence was reached, and as the crowds 
came inty the yard, Gen, Harrison ventured 
to look out of the south bay window. He 
was seen immediately, and the crowd broke 
fur the window. By this time the spokes- 
man of the delegation, Hon, John d. Gaull, 
had been ushered into the library. He said 
that all they wanted was tw render their 
congratulations, and that no speech would 
be asked, and he requested the General to 
accompany him to the front steps. The 
people, after four years of search, had 
found the keystone whose loss bas- threat- 
ened destruction of the whole Government, 
aud now the arch was -perfect and the 
people saved, Gen. Harrison shook hands 
with a few who insisted, bade them a pieas- 
abt night,’ and retired. 

CONGRATULATIONS FOR HARRISON. 

Gen. Harrison began to receive congratu- 
latory telegrams from New York and the 
Exst as early as 9 o’clock on election night, 
when the first meager returns indicated his 
probable election. From that moment tu 
the present writing telegrams and letters of 
congratulation have poured in on him from 
every city inthe Union. The table in his 
library is piled with hundreds of these tele- 
grams, there being fully 5000. So long as 
there was a shadow of doubt resting on the 
result of the election, Gen. Harrison was 
not disposed to permit the publication of 
any congratulatory communications. The 
labor of assorting the telegrams which con- 
tinue to arrive was begun this after- 
noon.

Upto the last moment he insisted 
that Michigan would go Democratic, and 
when the returns showed Republican gairs 
in the southern part of the State he wired 
his headquarters here to keep up their cour- 
age forthe northern peninsula wouid re- 
deem his promise. 

A COSTLY CAMPAIGN.

The re- 
mains of Fueg, it wili be remembered, were 
discovered buried on Anschlag’s ranch by 
Jailer Russell and Detective Harris a few 
days ago just where the slayer had told 
them to hunt forthem. From the result of 
the autopsy itis evident that Anschlag in 
his last confession had willfully lied. He 
said that he mudered Fueg by shooting him 
in the neck with a shotgun, and then buried 
the body clad in his clothes, on his ad 
schiag’s) ranch, As far as disposing of the 


body goes, that is correct, with the excep-. 


tion of having his clothing on. 

The autopsy shows distinctly that Fueg 
was not killed by the discharge of a shot- 
gun in the back of the neck, but by a pistol 

ili penetrating the brain. A small hole 
as if made by a 32-caliber ball was found in 
the head, but the lead could not be found. 
The right jaw was horribly crushed in, as if

The Construction of Cable and 

tric “treet tfailroade—Phe Center 
of some of Cur Greatest Indus- 
tries—A Model for Las Angeles. 


[Pitt San Francisco Bul'etin.) 
On the 24th of September ended the 
three days’ celebration of the centen- 
nial of the organization, September 24, 
1788, of Allegheny county by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Pennsylvania, trom 
rtions of the counties of Westmore- 
and and Washington. In 1800 adivis- 
jon of the county Was made and the 
counties of Beaver,’ Butler, Mercer, 
Crawtord, Erie, Warren, Venango and 
Armstrong were tormed from it, with 
smai] portions taken from the counties 
of Lycoming, Westmoreland and Wasb- 
ington. At the time of the organ!za- 
tion a tract was reserved on the north 
bank of the Allegheny River for public 
buildings, but in 1791 it became ev)i- 
dent that the principal city would be 
on the point between the Allegheny 
and Lonongahela, and above 
the junction of the two forming the 
Ohio River. The act reserved the land 
in what is now Allegheny, and commis- 
sioners were appointed to select a lotin 
the town of Pittsburgh on which to 
“erect a courthouse ahd prison suf- 
ficient for the public purposes of the 
county.”’ In 1794 the town of Pitts- 
burgh was incorporated a_ borough, 
from which it took its name Pittsbor- 
ough, and in 1816 it was created, or in- 
corporated, as a city, with the same 
boundary as the borough. The name 
in general use by the people of the city 
and the leading newspapers—secular 
and religious—i3 Pittsburgh, as that is 
the name under which it was ineorpo- 
rated and used in the charter in 1816, 


- but a few of the later-establisbed papers 


use the old town name of Pittsburg. | 

The observation of the first centen- 
nial calls to mind the French and In- 
dian war of 1758-°59, in which old Fort 
Duquesn, above the point of junction, 
which was blown up and evacuated in 
November, 1758, by the French, and 
afterward replaced .by Fort. Pitt in 
1879 by the British, and the’ defeat of 
Maj.-Gen. Braddock of the British 
forces on July 9, 1759, at a point nine 
miles up the river, now known 4s 
Braddock’s Field, and other events of 
that memorable period. The occasion 
seemed to interest the entire western 
portion of the State, and the city 


~ was crowded during the three days.

On Monday forenoon a parade was 
held ot the police and Sre departments 
of the cities of Pittsburgh and Alle- 
ghany. During the afternoon the cer- 
emonies of dedication of the new 
courthouse were held on a platform in 
front of the building.

All the county offices are 
in the new building, tegether with the 
various courts, law library and a room 
for the branch Supreme Court for 
Western Pennsylvania. square 
tower about 400 feet high rises trom 
the front on Grand avenue.

NATURAL GAS. 

The discovery of natural gas and the 
adaptation of it as a fuel in 1885 
worked a revolution in the factories of 
Pittsburgh, and since its introduction 
the size and number of plants of the 
yarious industries and the output of 
each has materially increased. Beside 
making a better and hotter fire than 
coal, it is clean, reguires no handling 
to replenish the fire and makes a steady, 
intense heat, without going down and 
up according as the furnace was rep!en- 
ished, the temperature remaining the 
same until the supply of gus was di- 
Minished by turning it down. Pitts- 
burgh, from being one of the 
dirtiest cities, owing to coal 
smoke, 1s now one of the clean- 
est in that respect. Prior to 
the introduction of natural gas, the 
people living in Pittsburgh seldom saw 
the sun clearly on account of the im- 
mense volumes of smoke sent up by 
her numerous factories, and it was im- 
possib e to goa day with clean face or 
shirt-front. It is said the bunko- 
steerers now complain that they cannot 
tella newcomer trom an old resident, 
because the latter does not nuw have 
the coal-smoke marks upon him. From 
the fact that they robbed an old Alle- 

-ghanian ot $10,000 a few days ago, it 
would seem thut it is not necessary to 
look for strangers altogether.

The annual 
cost of an ordinary seven to nine- 
room house, with about eight or nine 
fires, is from $45 to $55. e natural 
gas is not much used yet as an illumin- 
ator, from the fact that it does not 
make a steady, clear light, and it 
smokes the walls. Efforts are being 
made, with partial success, to purify 
the gas by chemical process for illumin- 
ating purposes, and it is believed that it 
will before long come into general use. 
Some of the larger iron works. notably 
the Edgar Thompson Steel Works of 
Andrew.Carnagie, own their own nat- 
ural gas wells and pipes. The Mc- 
Keesport Tube Works, a few miles out 
of Pittsburgh, expended $600,000 for 
pipes alone, 

PITTSBURGH AS AN OIL CENTER. 

Pittsburgh is the center ot the new 
oil region which includes Wasbingeton, 
Alleghany and Butler counties in Penn- 
syivania and a portion of Eastern Onio, 
The Lima (Ohio) oil gives a yield of 
about 80,000 barrels per day, >but, on 
account of the smell, it is used princi- 
pally as fuel and for the manufacture 
of gas. Owing to the immense yield of 
the oil, the stocks on band have been 
so large aS to greatly lessen the price 
of the crude petroleum, and there has 
heen a gradual decline in price trom 
$20 per barrel in 1859-60 to 974 cents in 
1887; that is to say, the highest in 
1887 of 904 cents, while the lowest 
for last year was 6544 cents, the 
uverage being 72i cents for the year. 
The lowest price touched by crude pe- 
troleum was 8 cents per barrel in No- 
vember, 1861, but it gradually rose 
again until it reached $14 in July, 1864, 
declining from that time to December, 
1874,.when it went down to 45 cents. 
ln 1876 it reached $4.23%, and steadily 
declined until last year. An effort was 
commenced in 1884 to raise the price 
by decreasing the stocks, and to that 
end a number of wells were closed 
down. The total decrease in 1887 was 
5.510.786 barrels, and the yearly gross 
product 22 000,000 barrels. The total 
net stock in August, 1884, was 39,083,- 
464 barrels. and the net total in De- 
cember, 1887, was 28 357.112 barrels, 
showing a decrease opt 10.726,352. 
The total net stock in August, 
1888, was 22.888.886 barrels, show- 
ing a decrease in the eight months of 
5.518.226 barrels. The daily average 
foreiga charters in 1887 were 59,800 
barrels. The daily average production 
for September to the 22d was 37,431 
barrels, and daily average shipments 
for the same period 75.686 barrels, of 
which the average foreign charters 
were 47,110 barrels. Notwithstanding 
the immense quantities of crude pe- 
troleum already taken from the wells, 
it is asserted that the supply is inex- 
haustible. The highest price for crude 
reached in 1888 was $1.01, and the low- 
est 714 cents The highest price for 
refined in 1887 was 7% cents per gallon 
and the lowest 6§ cents. In 1888 the 
highest has been 7 cents, the lowest 7 
cents. 

IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRIES. 

The iron and steelindustries of Pitts- 
burgh have given to it the name of the 
tron City. There are 19 blast furnaces 


Pin the city and five more in the vicin- 
ity. Beside these there are 36 iron: 


and 20 steel millssamong them the great 
Bessemer works of Andrew Carnegie, 
known as the Edgar Thompson Sieel 
Works. The capacity ot theiron mills 
is 780,000 tons per vear and the output 
is estimated at 580,000 tons annually. 
The capital invested in them is $18,- 
000,000 .and employment given 
to 18,000 men. The steel mills have a 
capacity of 150.000 tons of crucible steel 
annually, and the output of steel for 
1887 was estimated at 48.000 tons, at an 
approximate value of $8,000.000. Some 
_of the plating used by the Union Iron 
Works on the cruiser Charleston was 
purchased by Irving M. Scott from the 
Pittsburgh milis. The output of struc- 


mated 165,000 tons, and the railway 
supplies are estimated at 132.000 tons. 
The capacity of the three wire 
mills is 85,008 tons of wire annually, 
which will be increased soon to 
108,000 tons. The product of the iron 
pipe mills in 1887 was about 320,000 
tons, The output of the biast furnaces 
in 1887 was 801,651 gross tons. The 
capacity of the rail mills has been 
greatly increased lately, and the total 
output for 1887 was 820,000 tons. The 
estimated output of B~ssemer steel tor 
1887 at Pittsburgh mills is 360,000 tons 
and the total value of the steel pro- 
duct, inelnding steel rails, approxi- 
mates $22,000,000. 
THE GLASS INDUSTRY. 

The glass industry is one of the prin- 
cipal ones of the [ron Ciiy, next to that 
of iron and steel, and dates back be- 
yond the ‘50s. In 1850 the product of 
glass was valued at $1,000,000. In 1875 
the window and green giass products 
were valued at $8,750.000. The indus- 
try has grown so that there are now 
fifteen window-glass factories, nine 
bottle factories. four engaged in the 
manufacture of fine blown tancy ware, 
sixteen table ware, seven making chim- 
neys and one exclusively mold ware. 
The plate glass manufactured aggre- 
gates almost 350.000 square feet per 
month, the of which equa's, 
and some even surpasses, the best 
French plate.
